SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  chief  industries  of  the  district  are  slate  and  granite  ijiiarrying,  which 
are  extremely  stremions  occupations. 

A large  percentage  of  (jnarry  men  work  underground,  some  down  to  700 
feet,  and  the  remainder  work  in  mills  on  the  surface,  where  there  is  a great 
■deal  of  dust  created  in  sawing  and  dressing  the  slate. 

Slate  (juarrying  in  the  district  is  responsible  for  the  prevalence  of  Pul- 
jnonary  .diseases  and  Rheumatism.

(b)  Non-Infections  and  Accident  Cases.  Motor  Ambulance  Car  is  available 
at  the  Memorial  Hospital. 

■(c)  Maternity  Patients-  Conveyed  in  the  Hospital  Motor  Ambulance  when 
necessary. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Ffestiniog  Nursing  .\ssociation  employ  Three  State  Registered 
Nurse  who  are  also  qualiTiod  Midwives.  One  of  these  Nurses  is  in  charge  of 
Ffestiniog  Village. 

No  Nurse  is  available  for  infectious  diseases. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  held  fortnightly  at  the  Bow-ydd  Chapel  Ves- 
try (in  the  centre  of  the  town)  at  2 p.m.  The  accommodation  is  all  that  could 
fbe  desired. 


Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Cases. 


Held  weekly  at tbe Clinic,  Wynne's  Road,  by  Mr.  O.  V.  Jones. 
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Orthopaedic  Clinics. 

Held  fortnightly  at  the  W'omen’s  Institute.  The  clinic  is  visited  regularly 
by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 

School  Clinics. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  arranged  these  clinics,  and  I should 
like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  thorough  and  efficient  manner  in  which 
this  work  was  carried  out  during  1949. 

Tuberculosis  Clinics. 

This  work  is  carried  out  under  the  administration  of  The  Mid-V\'ales  Hospital 
Management  Committee, 

The  Chest  Physician  attends  the  Clinic  at  Wynne  Road,  on  Friday  of  each 
week  at  1 1 a.m. 

The  Clinic  has  an  excellent  X-Ray  plant  and  is  valuable  for  ALL  CHEST 
conditions  whether  tubercle  or  not. 

I desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  done  by  Dr. 
Jackson  and  Dr.  Pick  at  the  Memorial  Clinics. 

Treatment  Clinic  of  Veneral  Diseases. 

This  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Hospital  on  Mondays  4 — 6 p.m.  for  Male  and 
Female  Patients.  Dr.  Vernon  Williams  is  the  Specialist  in  Charge. 

Hospitals. 

There  is  one  Hospital  in  the  district.  The  Ffestiniog  and  District  Memorial 
Hospital — situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Town — overlooking  Cwmbowydd  V^all- 
ey. 

It  is  a Cottage  Hospital  for  General  and  Medical  Cases.  It  has  19  beds, 
and  is  available  for  persons  residing  in  the  following  parishes — Dohvyddelen, 
Penmachiio,  Ffestiniog,  Maentwrog,  Trawsfynydd,  Llanfrothen,  Penrhyn- 
deudraeth,  Talsarnau,  Harlech,  Llanfair  and  Llanbedr. 

The  Hospital  is  very  well  equipped  for  any  major  operation  and  possesses 
an  operating  Theatre.  An  X-Ray  plant  has  been  installed  with  all  the  latest 
electro-medical  ecpiipment. 

A Physiotherapy  Department  has  been  established  by  the  Hospital  and 
is  held  at  Towyn  Road. 

All  forms  of  Physical  and  Electrical  treatment  are  available. 

Open  Monday  to  Friday  ; 9-30  a.m. — 3-30  p.m. 

The  Hospital  is  doing  splendid  work.

The  rate  of  non-notified  deaths  to  total  tuberculosis  deaths — Nil. 

The  notifications  of  Tubercidosis  is  satisfactory  in  the  area. 

No  action  was  taken  in  cases  of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify. 

Fibroid  phthisis  is  prevalent  among  Quarry  men,  and  slate  dust  predis- 
poses the  Quarryment  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  unliealthy  conditions  prevailing  underground  in  some  of  the  Quarries 
render  the  men  more  liable  to  tubercujosis  infection. 

Since  the  Clinic  (King  Edward  VII  Memorial  Association)  was  opened  a 
few  years  ago,  it  has  proved  tliat  Silicosis  is  prevalent  among  Slate  Quarrymen, 
more  especially  among  underground  workers. 

Since  1040  the  Silicosis  Act  has  been  extended  to  include  on  its  Schedule — 
Slate  Mining — so  as  to  cover  all  workmen  emploj'ed  underground  at  the  Ffes- 
tiniog Quarries. 

Cancer. 

No  special  facilities  are  a\  ailable  for  tlie  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Can- 
cer. 

Ten  men  and  Seven  women  died  of  Cancer  during  the  year.

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Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  176  of  the  I’nl)lic  Health  Act,  103O, 
for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  the  treatment  of  persons  from  any  dis- 
ease or  injury  to  the  eyes.

No  primary  or  re-\’accination  were  performed  by  the  M.O.H.  under  the 
Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

There  were  no  cases  of  locally  contracted  .Anthrax  or  Rabies  reported.

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(b)  Refuse  Removal. 

Refuse  removal  is  carried  out  weekly  by  ilirect  labour  with  a staff  of  driver 
and  two  loaders,  using  a Harrier  Bantam,  side  loading  vebiele,  except  in  the 
Llan,  and  part  of  Manod  districts  where  the  work  is  carried  out  under  con- 
tract, with  horse  and  cart  transport,  owing  to  the  inaccessability  of  properties 
in  those  areas  to  motor  c’ehiclcs. 

There  are  3 tips  in  the  area,  which  are  treated  against  flies  and  other  in- 
sects, and  controlled  to  the  best  possible  extent,  having  regard  to  the  impossib- 
ility of  obtaining  soil  in  the  area  for  use  as  top  dressing. 

(d)  Night  Soil 

Three  collections  of  night  soil  are  made  weekly,  ensuing  removal  of  at 
least  once  per  week  from  premises  served  by  pail  closets.  The  collection  is 
carried  out  between  the  hours  of  11  p.m.  and  1-30  a.m.,  and  the  pails  are  suit- 
ably disinfected  after  each  emptying. 

(e)  Sewerage 

During  the  year  sewers  were  maintained  and  repaired  where  necessary. 
No  extensions  of  the  system  were  carried  out,  and  parts  of  the  area  are  still 
unsewered.  All  outfall  works  are  scheduled  for  modernisation,  and  are 
subject  to  reports  on  a draft  scheme  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers. 

HOUSING. 

No  formal  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Housing  Acts 
193^149- 

It  is  estimated  that  220  houses  should  be  erected  to  provide  for  re-housing 
from  proposed  Clearance  .\reas  and  Individual  Unfit  Houses,  and  to  abate 
overcrowding. 

3 Council  Houses  were  completed  and  let  on  the  Fron  Fawr  site,  complet- 
ing the  original  scheme.  Lay  out  plans  have  been  completed  for  the  filling  of 
gaps  on  other  sites,  namely  Tynymaes  (2  houses);  Manod  (8  houses)  and  Benar 
Road  (2  houses). 

The  Glasdo  and  Glasfryn  sites  are  not  being  proceeded  with  at  present. 

■\11  sites  and  la>’-outs  jilans  ha\’e  been  approved  by  tlie  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  and  the  Town  and  County  Planning  Committee. 

New  Buildings,  Extensions  and  Improvements. 

89  plans  were  submitted  for  approval  during  the  year,  and  ii  miscell- 
aneous applications  also'received  consent. 

Building  Licences. 

20  Building  Licences  were  issued  during  the  year  authorizing  and  expen  - 
diture  of  ;^5,644  on  repairs  to  various  properties. 

19  licences  were  also  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Works  (£4,924). 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  district,  except  for  some  farm  houses,  and  a few  isolated  houses,  is 
supplied  with  a constant  anti  sufficient  supply  of  water  from  Morwynion  Lake. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  of  the  main  water  supply  have  shown  it  to 
be  satisfactory,  being  Ministry  of  Health  Classification  i. 

Chemical  Analyses  carried  out  by  tire  fhiblic  Analyst  show  that  it  has  no 
temporary  hardness  but  a slight  trace  of  permanent  hardness.  It  has  some- 
what a erosive  and  solvent  action  on  bright  lead  and  other  metals. 

The  P.H.  value  of  the  raw  water  is  0.6  and  the  Analyst’s  recommendation 
is  that  tlie  distributed  supply  be  brought  up  to  a P.H.  value  of  7.5 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  sufficient  in 
<iuantity,  but  waste  is  exceptionally  high  and  needs  drastic  attention. 

The  source  is  a natural  mountain  lake  and  the  catchment  area  is  relat- 
ively free  from  dangers  of  human  pollution. 

The  water  is  screened  ; treated  with  lime,  and  Alumina  ; filtered 
through  high  pressure  mechanical  filters  ; being  finally  chlorinated  before  dis- 
tribution, and  has  a Residual  Chlorine  of  .04  P.PM,  half  an  hour  after  contact, 
and  with  a Nil  Residual  in  the  town. 

20  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year.  13  were  reported  to  be 
satisfactory  and  7 unsatisfactory  due  to  some  slight  temporary  pollution. 
1 2 Samples  of  raw  water — before  treatment,  were  taken  for  records  only. 

Samples  are  bacteriologically  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Conway.  4 Samples  were  taken  from  private  sources,  all  of  which  were  un- 
satisfactory.

With  tlie  introduction  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1944,  administrat- 
ion of  the  51  Dairy  farms  in  the  area  was  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Ag- 
riculture and  Fisheries.  Up  to  the  ist  October,  1949,  the  appointed  day  of 
Transfer  of  Functions,  55  visits  had  been  made  to  farms,  and  49  samples  of 
milk  taken,  in  addition  to  306  samples  taken  by  Officials  of  the  Milk  Advisory 
Scheme  working  in  the  area.  Under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1944  the  follow- 
ing certificates  of  registration  liave  been  issued.

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RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  services  of  the  Infestation  Officer  are  shared  with  the  Deudraeth 
K.D.C. 

A total  of  83  private  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  and  all  sewers 
were  given  two  full  treatments. 

169  dead  rat  bodies  were  recovered  during  the  period. 

Excluding  manhole  inspection  and  treatments  approximately  1,245 
visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

Refuse  tips  were  regularly  prebaited  and  treated  where  necessary,  and 
somewhat  satisfactory  results  were  obtained.
